behind the front line in the sector 
where German

have been attacking the American 
Fifth Army. 
Eboli road junction—only nine 
miles inland from the Fifth Army’s 
landing beaches —wras 
the 
focal 
point of the attack. 
Nazi troops, as well as their 
dumps and transport, were unable 
to escape the devastating aerial 
blows. 
American A-36 divebomb- 
ers destroyed 47 motor vehicles 
and damaged at least 
13 
others 
when they criss-crossed over a 
German bivouac area with ma­ 
chine guns wide open. 
The pilots 
saw more than 1,000 troops fleeing 
for cover and many of them were 
killed or wounded. 
As during the preceding day, far 
more than 2,000 sorties were flown 
and an official said that the bomb 
tonnage ruined on the Germans 
was “vastly greater than anything! 


ever dropped on a single target 
area before in this war theatre. It 
has been vastly greater than the 
tonnage dropped 
and the heaviest 
dumped on that island before it 
surrendered was three times the 
tonnage ever dropped in an enemy 
raid on London.”

ACCIDENT PREVENTION CAMPAIGN 
Accidents in the home are seldom dramatic; they 
seldom get headline attention in 
the papers. Yet in 
1942, out of a total of 102,500 dead, some 31,500 per­ 
sons were killed in the home. Thousands more were in­ 
jured, some permanently disabled. 
What happened to them? They fell off a chair, slip­ 
ped on a rug, took the wrong bottle from the medicine 
chest, handled faulty electric wiring. 
A little care and thoughtfulness would have eliminat­ 
ed this sorrow and suffering to thousands of American 
homes. 
What was the effect on the war effort? In 1942 
victory was delayed by the loss of millions of working 
hours. Thousands of soldiers and sailors could have 
been supplied war materials produced in the time wast­ 
ed. Morover, hospital space, medical care and supplies, 
sorely needed for our armed forces were used by civil­ 
ians who exposed themselves to unnecessary danger. 
What is the Red Cross doing about this? Through 
certified courses in home and farm accident prevention 
it proposes to train * a corps of accident-wise persons 
who will light red danger signals in their own homes 
and farms. 
If you are interested in taking this course in accident 
prevention ring up your Red Cross Chapter and enroll 
at once. It won’t cost much in time and effort and it may 
save you many dollars.

The threatened hold-up can be [ 
summed up in two words: Man­ 
power shortage. 
Heading the posse already rid­ 
ing to prevent ii is Defense Trans- ; 
notation 
Director 
Joseph 
E. 
Eastman, with a 13-point pro- 
I 
gram stuffed in his trusty holster. 
Would Ask Legislation 
If his program doesn’t work. 
Eastman has promised labor anti 
management alike, he will ask 
Congress for legislation lo keep 
the railroad wheels turning. Ev­ 
eryone should co-operate, he ad­ 
vises, but just in case it doesn't 
seem worth while to all parties, 
he points out the government can 
take over the railroads and deal 
“drastically” with the situation. 
What makes the railroad man­ 
power shortage unique among in­ 
dustry shortages that preceded 
it is the almost total lack of fig­ 
ures. Nobody knows how many 
men (or women) the railroads 
wiU need to avert the shortage, 
how many it will save by follow­ 
ing Eastman’s p r o g r a m , how 
many are draft-eligible or how 
many left for other jobs in the 
past yenr. 
In the fiscal year 1942-43, rail­ 
roads hired 1,000,000 new work­ 
ers, twice as many as the previ­ 
ous year. How m u c h of this 
represents 
labor 
turnover and 
how much increased employment. 
is anyone’s guess. 
Eastman hopes to dig out some 
of the missing figures with his 
program. The first of the points 
demands immediate filing of “re­ 
placement schedules” — agree­ 
ments between the railroads and 
selective service as to which and 
how many employes may be in­ 


ducted, and when these will be 
reedy for call. 
Feel AU Needed 
So far most of the companies 
have refrained from touching the 
schedules with a ten-foot pole. 
They take the view that all of 
their employes are needed to do 
a high-gear job day after day, 
and don’t want any inducted. 
Selective service, h o w e v e r , 
keeps right on taking railroad 
men, so Eastman suggests that 
the roads list their draft-eligible 
men and agree to an orderly i 
withdrawal and replacement sys­ 
tem. 
Some of the replacements could 
be women, the ODT feels. Tradi­ 
tionally, railroading has been one 
of the hardest industries to open 
up for v/omon. The Southern Pa­ 
cific and the Pennsylvania are 
employing about IO per cent wo­ 
men, other roads less than 3 per 
cent, but this isn’t even near the 
limit, 
says ODT. 
Conservative 
railroad men are taking a lot of 
convincing that m a n y of the 
lighter jobs could be done by 
females. 
A relatively minor problem is 
the elimination of p e a c e t i m e 
“featherbedding” practices, East­ 
man says. “Substantial num bers’ 
of train and engine service men 
are not working full time, he said, 
because of limitations designed to 
spread the work and employ as 
many men as possible. 
The Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission has the power to suspend 
these limitations, he warns, or as 
an alternative, labor and manage­ 
ment could mutually agree # to 
this suspension, he adds, popping 
the big stick back in the closet. 
Other important features of his 
13-point program include a spe­ 
cial recruiting program to get 
more workers, “flying squads of 
trained personnel to move into 
trouble areas, and the use of pris­ 
oners of war and more Mexican 
laborers (15,OO: of whom arc now 
doing track work) for c e r t a i n 
jobs.

Rational Post-War Business) 


“The threat of Inflation is the J 
greatest hazard for merchants a s j 
well as* consumers", according to j 
R. B. Caywood, president of the 
National- American Wholesale Gro- 
;era’ Association, with which many 
rf the firms operating in this area 
ire affiliated. 
‘I t is hard to un- 
ierstand why so many seem to 
confuse inflation with prosperity. 
It is unlikely th at anyone would 
adm it he wants inflation but the 
acta of many belie their words. 
One even feels that sonje, not only 
industrialists but labor and form 
leaders, feel that the w ar offers an 
opportunity to become rich. 
It is 
difficult to understand this a ttit­ 
ude when we consider what is 
happening on the battle fronts all 
over the world. There seems to be 
a serious lack of realization that 
the stage is set with potentials for 
Inflation—not the kind th at follow­ 
ed the first war, but inflation, the 
like of which we have never before 
seen in this country. 
“The food wholesale distributors 
must continue to cope with such 
mounting problems as scarcity of 
merchandise, rise in costs, and per­ 
sonnel inefficiency due to a fast 
turnover. 
The wholesale grocery 
distributors have taken the view 
that brings hardships and demands 
sacrifice; that we m ust be sub­ 
jected to certain controls and reg­ 
ulations; that we m ust eliminate 
ambition to use the w ar as means 
of 
acquiring 
wealth; 
th at 
we 
shoiUd study these problems ob­ 
jectively and sit down with those 
who carry the 
responsibility 
of 
writing 
necessary 
regulations, 
helping to minimize, as much as 
possible, consistent with the needs 
of total war, the hardships and 
secrifices th at m ust be made by 
industry. 
“The contribution of the whole­ 
sale grocery distributors to the 
war program can be roughly divid­ 
ed into actual performance on the 
home front and its cooperation 
with the governmental agencies. 
On the home front these accomp­ 
lishments are of two kinds—the 
voluntary contribution based on 
patriotism and Intelligent self-in­ 


terest, and th at 
resulting 
from | 
mandatory regulation. 
Probably the 
most 
im portant 
voluntary contribution of the in­ 
dustry has been the tremendous 
amount of work done by salesmen 
in Interpreting rules and regulate | 
ions for the 
retail 
trade. 
The j 
amount of time so spent varies j 
with different wholesale grocers | 
but it is no exaggeration to say | 
th at a t least 25 percent 
of 
the j 
average salesman’s time is taken 
up in this way. He is also assum­ 
ing responsibility for working out 
fair and equitable allotments of 
scarce merchandise, handling ra ­ 
tion stam p problems, stimulating 
the retailer’s efforts to m aintain 
volume by emphasis on unrationed 
merchandise and many other items 
too numerous to mention. 
Intelligent 
wholesale 
grocers 
have been active in helping the re­ 
tailer reduce costs and make his 
store more attractive by remodel­ 
ing and rearrangm ent. 
Modem 
store arrangem ent has increased 
traffic, 
has 
reduced 
manpower 
needed by the retailer 
and 
has 
made him more competitive with 
other forms of retail operations. 
On the 
m andatary side, 
the 
wholesale 
grocery 
distributors 
have complied almost IOO percent 
with the regulations of ODT on the 
conservation of equipment, rubber 
and gasoline with both necessary 
passenger cars and trucks. It has 
responded in a cooperative spirit 
to the W ar Food Administration, 
Office of W ar 
Information, 
and 
Office of Price Administration. 
“The w ar is teaching us a great 
many things. 
While some merch­ 
ants may go, others who have the 
necessary qualifications will come 
in. 
A fter the war we look for a 
sound and 
healthy 
independent 
wholesale and retail food distri­ 
buting structure than ever before 
in our history.”

Homemade Sauerkraut For 
Winter Meals 
M aking some of the surplus cab­ 
bage 
into 
sauergraut not only 
saves the cabbage but also will add 
variety to next w inter’s meals. 
To m ake sauerkraut, select firm, 
well ripened heads of cabbage, says 
Mrs. Prendergast, Home Ec. Ext. 
Rep. of W arren County. Allow the 
heads to stand a day a t room tem ­ 
perature so the cabbage will lose 
some of its crispness. This means 
the 
cabbage 
will 
cut 
w ithout 
breaking too much and pack more 
easily. 
Shred cabbage the thickness of 
a dime. P ut it into a clean crock 
or keg, using a 3 to 4 inch layer 
of cabbage and a layer of salt. 
Pack the cabbage firmly but do 
not bruise. Packing is done to re­ 
move the air, not to press out any 
juice. A bottle makes a satosfac- 
tory masher. Use a half cut of 
plain salt to each IO pounds of cab­ 
bage. 
When the crock or keg is full, 
cover the cabbage 
with 
a clean 
cloth and a plate turned upside 
down. On the plate put a weight 
th at is heavy enough to keep the 
cabbage under the brine th at is 
formed. Keep the cloth inside the 
crock or keg to prevent loss of 
liquid.

ferment. This will take IO days to 
3 Weeki, depending on the temper­ 
ature. Fermentation ie i complete 
when the bubbling etopz.' 
At the end of the fermentation 
period, the kraut may be packed 
into glass jars and processed in the 
boiling water bath. Process pint 
jars 25 minutes and part jars BO 
minutes. This processing insures 
the correct flavor and 
prevents 
spoilage. However, if the crock or 
keg caul be stored in a cool place, 
the kraut may be left in it. 
If only a small amount of eauer- 
kraut is wanted, it may be made 
in glass jars, explains Mrs. Pren­ 
dergast. Shred the cabbage, pack 
it into quart jars using I teaspoon 
of salt to each jar. Force a knife 
or spatula down through the cen­ 
ter of the jars and fill with boiling 
water to cover the cabbage, allow­ 
ing it to work through the cab­ 
bage. Place rubbers and covers on 
jars and screw lids on loosely. Set 
jars in an enamel pan and put in 
warm place to ferment. Every two 
or three days pour the liquid back 
into the jars. Bubbling will cease 
when fermentation is complete. 
Tap jars to remove air bubbles, 
then seal. It is not necessary to 
process the jam if a cool storage 
space is available. 
Mrs. Prendergast gives the fol­ 
lowing reasons for spoilage in 
kraut :1. If not enough salt 
is 
used; 2. If the cabbage is not well* 
packed; 3. If any of the juice ie 
drained off; 4. If the crock or jar 
is not covered properly.

kraut has an off color and flavor 
and may have a poor texture.

Lunch Program in Schools Is 
Explained In Letter to Parents 


Leteers have been sent 
to the 
parents of the pupils of the First 
and Second Grades of the public 
schools giving details of the 
ar­ 
rangem ents th at have been con­ 
cluded for milk for the pupils. A r­ 
rangem ents’ have also been con­ 
cluded for the hot lunch program 
in the upper grades and these are 
also appended. 
A copy of the letter sent to the 
homes is as follows: 
Beginning on next Monday, Sep­ 
tem ber 20, all pupils in the W ar­ 
ren Public Schools will be able to 
buy one-half pint of milk 
each 
day a t special price. This half-pint 
of milk will be served in grades I 
to 6 about mid-forenoon 
and 
in 
High School and Beaty a t 
noon 
time. The price of the half-pint of 
milk will be 
two 
and 
one-half 
cents (2 V2 C). 
This very low price is made pos­ 
sible by the Federal Government. 
The 
W ar 
Food 
Administration 
pays to the School D istrict two 
cents (2c) for each half pint of 
milk served. Such an 
agreem ent 
was entered into by the Board of 
School Directors a t its meeting in 
September. The Federal 
Govern­ 
ment sets forth as its reason for 
such a subsidy, to quote from the 
agreement, “to insure th at child­ 
ren, including children fro mthe 
low income groups, will have ohe 
nutritious meal each day and in 
order to aid American farm ers in 
the long-term development of bet­ 
ter domestic m arkets for agricul­ 
tural commodities.” 
Only those pupils who purchase 
tickets in advance may benefit by 
this special price. 
Friday, September 17, 
tickets 
will be placed on sale. The price 
for ten (IO) tickets entitling the 
holder to one-half pint of milk for 
each school day for 
ten 
school 
days will 
be 
twenty-five 
cents 
(25c). 
Those who do not purchase tick- 
ets may purchase one-half pint of 
milk at the regular price of five 
cents (5c). 
The School District will supply 
straw s and tickets and 
provide 
other expenses of operation. 
Because of the additional work 
placed upon teachers, tickets will 
be on sale every tenth school day. 
Please make your arrangem ents 
accordingly. 
This special notice is being sent 
only to parents of pupils in grades 
one and two. It should, however, 
be emphasized th at tickets are on 
sale for all pupils of all 
grades. 
The price for ten tickets entitling 
any pupil to a single half pint of 
milk for each school day for ten 
days is twenty-five 
(25c) 
cents. 
At the same time and under the 
same agreement, regular lunches 
a t High School and Beaty will be 
reduced from 
twenty-five 
cents 
(25c) to twenty cents (20c). The 


Federal Government will pay to 
the School D istrict six cents (6c) 
on each lunch which is served un­ 
der specific conditions. According 
to these conditions, Type B lunch­ 
es will be erved. The pecifications 
for Type B lunches are (I) “One- 
half pint of fresh whole milk as 
a beverage; (2) one ounce of meat 
or fish, or one-half of an egg, or 
one ounce of cheese, or one-fourth 
cup of dry peas, beans, soybeans, 
or two tablespoons of peanut but­ 
ter; (2) one-half cup of vegetables 
or fruit; (4) one or more slices of 
bread or muffins 
or

bread, made of whole grain or en­ 
riched flour or cereal;

teaspoon of butter or oleom argar­ 
ine with added vitamin A.”

Forest Depletion is C a l l e d 
Community Problem by Chief 
Of Service in Signed Article 


(B v Lyle F. W atts, Chief, U. S. 
Forest Service) 
Forest conservation is no longer 
a subject which can be effectively 
discussed 
in 
generalities. 
From 
the standpoint of timber supply, as 
well as recreation and watershed 
protection, the critical character 
of our forestry problem can only 
be understood by going behind the 
over-all statistics for the nation as 
a whole and viewing the situation 
regionally, locally and in its com­ 
ponent parts. It is necessary to 
get right down to 
the 
individual 
worker who wants security in his 
lob and a permanent home for his 
family. 
For more than 
50 years 
the 
question of the 
nation s 
timber 
supply has been a matter of ma­ 
jor public concern. The people were 
people were first aroused in the 
days of Gifford Pinchot and Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt by predictions of 
an early “timber famine." 
Then 
with the culmination of 
agricul­ 
tural expansion, and the accelera­ 
tion of industrial life, public con­ 
cern waned. Declining consump­ 
tion of lumber, 
substitutions 
of 
other materials for 
construction, 
furniture and other fields origin­ 
ally dominated by 
wood. 
and 
chronic threat of overproduction 
from mill capacity in excess of 
demand, led many to believe that 
Pinchot 
had 
been 
wrong, even 
though whole regions had be<m so 
thoroughly stripped of merchant­ 
able timber that local forest in­ 
dustry was little more 
than 
a 
memory. 
Prolific second growth in parts 
of the Northeast and most of the 
South seemed to many to discount 
forever the possibility that a nat­ 
ional timber shortage would ma­ 
terialize. Concern about timber for 
the future was further allayed by

It may spell the difference be­ 
tween a profitable

marginal farm unit. Such econo­ 
mic benefits to thousands of farm­ 
ers should not be neglected. They 
cannot be offset by tile large-scale, 
highly mechanized logging oper- 
I ations of the Northwest. Nor will 
careful management of public for­ 
ests. no matter how widely they 
may be distributed, 
compensate 
fully for those values which are 
inherent in the property of indi­ 
vidual living and working on the 
land. 
The foret problem of any com­ 
munity or region cannot be view­ 
ed solely as one of balancing an­ 
nual growth against forest drain. 
When the process of forest liqui­ 
dation is allowed 
to 
take 
its 
course unchecked, the reduction of 
industrial activity which follows 
exhaustion of merchantable tim ­ 
ber, will eventually lead to a bal­ 
ance between growth and drain at 
a level where the contribution of 
the forests to the economic life of 
the community is at a vanishing 
point. 
On the other side of the picture 
development of the full productive 
capacity of forest lands implies a 
decentralization 
and diversificat­ 
ion of industry which should be 
wholesome and stimulating in its 
social significance. 
Becam e 
of 
their low’ value in relation to bulk, 
most forest products cannot well 
stand transportation for long dis­ 
tances. 
Primary conversion plants 
therefore, must be kept close to 
the timber. 
In addition, the full 
utilization, which is an insepar­ 
able attribute of intensive forest 


management, 
encourages 
estab- j 
lishment in the rural communities 
of new industries using or fabri­ 
cating wood in various forms. 


The town of Crossett, Arkansas, 
affords an outstanding example of 
such sound industrial 
and 
com­ 
munity development based on far­ 
sighted and intensive forest man­ 
agement. 
Here pulp and paper i 
manufacture were first added to 
the original lumber 
industry 
to 
provide 
effective 
utilization 
for 
much of the low er grade material, | 
especially yielded by early cuttings 1 
in second growth pines. 
Then a 
wood distillation plant was estab­ 
lished as ai outlet for the hard­ 
wood which was impeding growth 
cf tile pine in some areas. 
Each 
new' development has created ad­ 
ditional employment in the com­ 
munity without the threat of fu­ 
ture collapse because 
each 
has 
been planned in relation 
to 
the 
productive capacity of the forest. 
In every forest region industrial 
operators have recognized the eco­ 
nomic advantages of permanence 
for their industries and stability 
for the 
dependent 
communities. 
The number of cases where a start 
has been made on long-range for­ 
est management to insure a sus­ 
tained supply of raw material for 
local indui tries has grown tremen­ 
dously m the past decade. 
Many 
sound Industrial forestry programs 
have been under way •■’or longer 
porhxls.
